Various Opinion* Expressed and 
Ideas Advanced-more Bodies Eat- 
en than that ol Henry-Fear* 



New York, Aug 15.— The Times «ays: 
"The remains of private Henry, who was 
shot at the Oreely camp June H, were found 
by the rescuing party a quarter of a mile be- 
yond the tent of the starving men. There 
was scan-ely anything left but a pile of 
bones, stripped of nearly every trace of flesh 
except some of the lower part of the trunk. 
The head could not be found. 

"The bone* were placed in a bag with the 
remains of six others. On board they wer« 
deposited in a box two feet long. A day or 
two after the squadron began their home- 
ward trip. 

"The officers, determined to removonll sua 
picion of cannibalism, prepared the bone* for 

'Sticks of wood were procured, and to these 
fitted to the proper length, the bone* were 
tied, until all were as nearly in place as it was 

possible to get them. 

"The head was missing and a block of wood 
was made to do duty in its place. Then this 
frame work in the shape of a man was tiod U 
a plank and wound with cotton cloth as th« 
other bodies had been. It was then surrepti- 
tiously placed in one of the alcohol filled 
tanks with some of the others. 

t was this bundle of wood that ws» 
brought to New York, claimed by the friend* 
of Henry and buried. 

"It is doubtful if thoso handling the re- 
mains at St. Johns had any suspicion that on« 
the bundles was largely made up of wood. 
The body of Sergeant Cross, who died Jauu 
I H, when taken from the grave his flest 
showed no signs of decay. Yet of Henry, 
'ho died only sixteen days before relief ar- 
rived, there was nothing left but, a few flosh- 
less bones. The head had probably been 
thrown into the sea to prevent identification. 

"In this work of the officers of the Bear it 
was not possible to remove all trace* of the 
bullet by which Henry met his death. Flesh 
was cut from the bodies of the other dead, at 
the pangs of hunger grew too strong for the 
survivors. Hut with Henry freshly killed it 
was different. 

"The men cooked and ate the human fie*), 
and by this means life was sustained until 
the rescue came. The burying ground at tl.* 
Cape, where ten bodies were reported a* 
found, was back of the camp and away frcm 
the water. 

"Five bodies were reported by Commandei 
Bchley as having been buried in an ice fort 
near the camp from which they were washed 
out to sea. It was supposed, and so reported 
that the survivor* were unable, from weak 
ness, to bury the dead in the gravei But t 
comparison of the dates of Commandei 
Schley's reports to Secretary Chandler, show* 
that the body of Lieutenant Rockwood, re- 
ported as having died on April 9, was received 
and brought homo.while the body of Sargeant 
Rice, who died on the same day, had been 
buried in the ice fort and was washed nwny 
to sea. The other four repotted as carried 
away by the waves died in June. If all the 
facts are told it is not improbable that the 
cannibalism began much sooner, and was 
more extensive than was supposed, and of so 
terrible n c haracter that the officer* of thf 
relief expedition did not dare to bring the re- 
mains of the five lnxlies reported a* washed 
away with them. 

"It is stated by several of the sailors that 
pieces of human flesh were found about the 
lump. One of the men took one of tho 
pieces on board ship, where he was compelled 
to throw it overboard. Before reaching St. 
John's the crews of all the vessels were called 
utt and warned to say nothing of tho exi>edi 
ti. mi, nothing of • its successor failure, aud 
n thing of what they saw in the Arctic 
regions.

How Blaine Wrote Hlrmeir Down a 
Legislative Black-Mailer. 

There were fifteen letters in the pack- 
age obtained from Mr. Mulligan by Mr. 
Blaine on the pledge of Blaine's honor 
that he would return them to Mulligan, 
which pledge Mr. Blaine deliberately 
violated. 

There are four of these lettters that re- 
late to the famous Little Rock and Fort 
Smith railroad bond transaction in which 
Mr. Blaine's official integrity is involved. 
Here they are : 

Auouhta, June 29, 1869. 

" My Dear Mr. Fuher : I thank you 
for the article from Mr. Lewis. It is good 
in iteelf and will do good. He writes 
like a man of large intelligence and com- 
prehension. 

Your offer to admit me to a partici- 
pation in the new railroad enterprise is in 
every respect as generous as I could ex- 
pect or desire. I thank you very sin- 
cerely for it, and in this connection I 
wish to make a suggestion of a some- 
what selfish character. 

" You spoke of Mr. Caldwell disposing 
of a share of his interest to mo. If he 
really designs to do so, I wish he would 
make the proposition definite, so that I 
could know just what to depend on. Per- 
haps, if he waits till the full development 
of the enterprise, he might grow reluctant 
to part with his share, and I do not by 
this mean any distrust of him.
